CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - 


The skipper of the USS Pueblo 
says the Navy didn't provide re- 
taliatory help or adequate guns, 
communications or explosives 
to destroy secret 
equipment 


when North Kordans captured 
his intelligence ship. 


Cmdr, Lloyd M. Bucher testi- 


fied Monday at the opening of a 
court of inquiry into the loss of 
the ship last Jan. 23, the death 
of one crewman and Imprison- 
ment of the 82 others for 11 
months. 


Bucher, apparently still tense 


from his prison experience, was 
expected to testify for two or 
three days. The court of five ad- 
mirals could recommend any- 
thing from medals to courts- 
martial. 


But Navy lawyers told Bucher 


that so far he was not suspected 
of violating any military laws. 


The Navy said Bucher will be 


followed on the stand by his su- 
perior, Rear Adm. Frank L. 
Johnson, former commander of 
naval forces at Japan, and 
Cmdr. Charles R.Clark, skipper 
of a sister intelligence ship. 


When he sailed the Pueblo on 


its mission to scout North Ko- 
rean radar and North Korean 
and Soviet ships in the Sea of 
Japan, 
Bucher testified, 
he 


wanted twin 20 or 40 millimeter 
guns. 


But Instead, Bucher said, he 


got 
two ,50-caliber machine 


guns, 3,000 to 5,000 rounds of 
ammunition, a spare barrel and 
a mount for a third ,50-caliber 
machine-gun he never received. 


The 
weapons 
were much 


smaller and lighter than those 
he said he had requested. 


They were Installed In Japan, 


Bucher said, a few weeks before 
,the Pueblo was to begin her In- 
telligence mission off North Ko- 
rea. 


Bucher said he Was under or- 


ders from Adm. Johnson to 
"employ (the guns) as a last re- 
sort only In cases where threat 
to survival Is obvious. . .and not 
to practice the use of those guns 
or uncover them In the presence 
of foreign ships." 


Bucher said this was to keep 


the Intelligence ship from ap- 
pearing aggressive. 


He said the guns were "tem- 


peramental, difficult to keep ad- 
justed and hard to prepare for 
firing.

to Problems off Day 


Senate to Give Nixon 
Time on Peace But 
None on Home Issues

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Richard Milhous Nixon, the 
pomp and pageantry of his inau* 
guration clay behind him, turned 
today to the somber tasks of 
guiding the nation through tur- 
moil at home and war abroad. 


The politician whose ci-eer 


once teetered on oblivion began 
his term as 37th President Mon- 
day with a pledge "to conse* 
crate my office, my energies, 
and all of the widom I can sum- 
mon, to the cause of peace 
among nations." 


Even before he plunged Into 


the merry whirl of Monday 
night's Inaugural balls—where 
Republicans celebrated their re- 
turn to power after an eight- 
year gap—the new President 
had arranged for a meeting of 
the National Security Council to- 
day. 


Nixon also planned to meet 


with Gen. Earle Wheeler, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and aides said he would confer 
soon with his Cabinet and Urban 
Affairs Council. 


In the heady atmosphere of 


Inauguration Day, the former 
transfer of presidential power 
from Democrat Lyndon B. John- 
son to Republican Nixon was 
carried out in peace and har- 
mony. 


The day was marred, howev- 


er, by brief and scattered but 
sometimes bloody confronta- 
tions between police and a small 
band of antiwar protestors who 
tried but failed to seriously dis- 
rupt the inauguration events. 


It was at 12:16 p.m. Monday 


that the 56-year-old son of a Cal- 
ifornia grocer stood in the shad- 
ow of the towering Capitol dome 
and,

two family Bibles held by his 
wife Pat, repeated In a firm and 
forceful voice the 35-word oath 
administered by Chief Justice 
Earl Warren.

With satellite television beam- 


ing his words to countless mil- 
lions around the world, Presi- 
dent Nixon said that "For the 
first time, because the people of 
the world want peace and the 
leaders of the world are afraid 
of war, the times are on the side 
of peace." 


"The greatest honor history 


can bestow is the title of peace- 
maker," he said without specifi- 
cally mentioning the Vietnam 
war he inherited. "This honor 
now 
beckons 
America—the 


chance to help lead the world at 
last out of the valley of turmoil, 
and onto that high ground of 
peace that man has dreamed of 
since the dawn of civilization." 


"Let 
us take as our goal; 


where peace Is unknown, make 
It welcome; where peace is 
fragile, make It strong; where 
peace Is temporary, make it 
permanent." 


An era of negotiation Is dawn- 


ing, Nixon said. "But," he add- 
ed, "to all those who would be 
tempted by weakness, let us 
leave no doubt that we will be 
as strong as we need to be for 
as long as we need to be." 


The President promised to 


press urgently forward at home 
for 
full 
employment, better 


housing, excellence In educa- 
tion, rebuilding of cities and Im- 
proving rural areas. But, he 
cautioned, "we are reaching the 
limits of what government alone 
can do."

SAIGON (AP) - Viet Cong and 


North Vietnamese soldiers at- 
tacked U.S. land, river and air 
forces with rockets, 
mortars 


and grenades Monday and to- 
day, coinciding with the Inaugu- 
ration of President Nixon, 


At least six American service- 


men were killed and 35 Ameri- 
cans were wounded, Including a 
civilian. 


A high-ranking South Viet- 


namese police official said cap- 
tured Communist orders direct- 
ed a new wave of terrorism at 
U.S. troops In an attempt to In- 
crease antiwar s e nt 1 m e n t 
among the American public. 


Several other attacks appar- 


ently were thwarted by Ameri- 
can forces who uncovered two 
enemy munitions caches and 
broke up a convoy of enemy 
sampans moving troops south of 
Saigon. 


In the past 24 hours, military 


spokesmen said, Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese troops at- 
tacked U.S. Navy patrol boats 
and landing craft and cargo 
ships, American officers' quar- 
ters, a U.S. military advisers 
compound, a small observation 
plane flying over the demilita- 
rized zone and U.S. troops 
based within 11 miles of Saigon. 


Inside Saigon, terrorists threw 


hand grenades at two U.S. bil- 
lets a mile apart and wounded 
eight Americans. The terrorists 
escaped.

where a splendid front row seat

where that cameras were per- 
mitted, and from the moment 
President-elect Nixon emerged 
from his hotel quarters Monday 
morning until he walked into the 
White House as President in the 
late 
afternoon, the television 


screens of the nation recorded 
his progress. 


The major events—the admin- 


istration of the oath of office, 
the inaugural speech and the 
long parade—were handled in 
smooth fashion. The extra spe- 
cial dimension of the day was 
provided by the closeups, and 
an 
occasional warm, human 


moment. 


It was, of course, a great day 


for the Incoming president and 
his family. But the omnipres- 
ence of the cameras made the 
role of the outgoing president 
difficult, even awkward. 


Lyndon B. Johnson handled it 


well, but there were moments 
when every viewer must have 
identified with him and sympa- 
thized deeply. This viewer will 
remember particularly the mo- 
ment when, seated in the limou- 
sine, he took a very long, 
thoughtful 
look at the White 


House for the last time as Presi- 
dent. 


Then came the moment when 


he and his smiling successor ar- 
rived for the Inauguration cere- 
monies. Johnson and his vice

stood, 
almost like 


spectators, as reporters and 
broadcasters clustered around 
Nixon and Agnew. There was, 
too, the departure of the John- 
son family for Texas.

ing temperature, charged a cor- 
don of policemen guarding the 
parade route along Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue.

The demonstrators were origi- 


nally part of a "counter inau* 
gural" called by the National 
Mobilization Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam.

B. D. "Doug" Brandon of Little 
Rock says he will fight for a 
governmental 
code 
of ethics 


bill with the same gusto he 
used two years ago to defeat 
a similar measure. 


Brandon said he "bitterly" 


fought an ethics bill introduced 
two years ago by Rep. Hayes 
McClerkin of Texarkana 
be- 


cause It was cumbersome and 
would deny legislators from 
voting on matters in which they 
had an interest. 


"The 
McClerkin bill intro- 


duced two years ago was very 
specific that legislators could 
not vote on anything they had 
an interest in," Brandon said. 
"I don't think it is proper to 
pass legislation that denies an 
elected official a vote." 


U n d e r Brandon's proposed 


code, legislators would be re- 
quired to register with the sec- 
retary of state's office all his 
business affiliations and per- 
sonal business interests, A list- 
ing of their interests would 
then 
be published and made 


available to the public. 


"For an example," Brandon 


saidn 
"under the McClerkin 


bill, 
legislators 
Involved in 


school matters couldn't vote on 
school issues. All legislators 
who 
were 
connected 
with 


schools 
in any way or whose 


wives 
were 
teachers 
would 


have a conflict of interest and 
could not vote. This could ef- 
fect nearly half the legislators 
on this one issue alone." 


Brandon said it wasn't with 


a builty conscience that he in- 
troduced 
a 
similar 
bill he 


helped to defeat but rather an 
act to help restore public trust 
in the legislature. 


The 36-year-old furniture re- 


tailer also advocates holding 
annual

than 
biennial 


legislative sessions and an a- 
mendment to allow legislators 
to establish their own salaries.

Brandon has already proposed 
one .such amendment this ses- 
sion — one to make a code of 
ethics mandatory.

ating agent will cure them, 
but if the conditions that 
caused 
them persist 
they 


may return. 


Q—At times bathers in the 


Gulf of Mexico are bothered 
by jellyfish. Pinpoint welts 
occur and later the gait be- 
comes unsteady and one gets 
cramps or nausea. Is there 
anything the victim can do 
when stung to minimize the 
poisonous effects? 


A—The results of stings by 


jellyfish, sea nettles or Por- 
tuguese men-of-war can be 
serious. Prompt local appli- 
cation of ammonia, alcohol 
or calamine lotion helps to 
neutralize the poison. Anti- 
histamines will reduce the 
s e v e r i t y of the delayed 
symptoms. Drugs of the cor- 
tisone group have been tried 
with varying success.

Dependency Sometimes 
Is a Tax Perplexity

Most people are aware of 


the added $600 exemption 
credit they receive when 
they turn 65 and another ex- 
emption credit allowed for 
blindness and of the $600 
credit for each dependent. 


But it seems there Is at 


least one special case in 
every family that raises seri- 
ous questions and oftentimes 
results in later questioning 
by Internal Revenue and a 
request for a greater tax 
payment. 


Here are typical "special 


situations" that have a way 
of popping up in 
almost 


everyone's return at some 
time: 


A dependent daughter was 


married in the latter part of 
1968. Can she be claimed as 
a dependent by her parents 
who supported her for per- 
haps 11 months'"of the year? 


A son or daughter gradu- 


ated in June and started to 
work. Can the parents claim 
the graduate as a dependent 
since they paid total support 
for the first six months and 
partial support 
thereafter? 


And what if the new worker 
makes no contributions to 
the parents' expenses after 
graduation? 


What about an elderly par- 


ent who lives in your home 
and receives Social Secur- 
ity? Can the parent be clas- 
sified as a dependent? "You 
know they can't get along on 
their small pension and need 
help from us," is the usual 
complaint. 


What happens when a de- 


pendent 
dies 
during 
the 


year? May he be claimed on 
your return? And what ef- 
fect does the birth of a baby 
toward the end of the year 
have on your return? 


The last question is the 


simplest of all, so will be 
answered 
immediately. 
In 


the event of death the status 
is determined bv the status 
existing at the time of death. 
If at death the party was a 
dependent of yours, you get 
the full year's credit. A baby 
born any time .during the 
year—even on New Year's 
Eve, entitles the parents to 
a 
full year's 
dependency 


credit. 


The daughter who married 


in the last part of 1968 is 
entitled to file a joint return 
with her new husband. If 
they file a joint return or if 
she is listed as an exemption 
on her husband's return you 
are out of luck. But if the

new son-in-law files a sepa- 
rate return and does not Fist 
his wife as an exemption you 
can claim her as a depend- 
ent on your return if she 
meets the qualifications of a 
dependent. 


The chief stumbling blocks 


to claiming dependents are

support 


(more than 50 per cent) and 
that the claimed dependent

have less than $600 gross in- 
come. While t h e 
income 


limitation is waived for your 
children under 19 and those 
older if they were a full-time 
student for at least some 
part of each of five months 
during 1968. the chief support 
requirement remains. 


That 
explanation invari- 


ably produces this immedi- 
ate 
question: 
"Just how 


much can my student son or 
daughter 
safely earn and 


still permit me to claim him 
as a dependent?" 


There is no uniform an- 


swer. The important thing 
that must be determined is 
the cost of total support for 
the child in 1968. Having 
established that, it is rela- 
tively easy to 
determine 


whose funds supplied more 
than half of that total sup- 
port.

It is predicated that with a normal four percent 


increase in revenues the second year will produce $99,424,000, 


which will total $195,024,000 for the tworyear period. 


The Arkansas Legislative Council has concluded its 


budget work and has recommended that expenditures be held 


within manageable revenue income under present tax collections 


during the next two years. 
Unfortunately, holding the 


revenues to this rigid line will make it impossible to 


provide increases in welfare benefits, increased teacher 


salaries and other expansions in state services. 


It has been estimated that by eliminating exemptions 


in the sales and use taxes $50,000,000 in additional revenue 


would be available without an increase in the tax rate. 


It is my opinion that with between $20,000,000 and 


$25,000,000 Dollars of new money each year, we can meet 


our essential needs. This might be obtained without tax 


increases or by some tax increases on luxry items plus 


eliminating exemptions in the sales and use taxes.

The Governor's Committee on the Study of Efficiency 


in State Government made recommendations which if implement- 


ed might save in excess of $31,000,000. None of these recom- 


mendations for economy in state government have been implement- 


ed,
